The new limitations in independent claim 8 raise new issues/matter which would 
require further consideration and search. The claims have been amended to recite 'at 
least 100 amino acids from either domain H445-661 ( SEQ ID NQ:8 ) or HnwwiW SEQ ID 
NO:20 V. However, SEQ ID NO: 8 is only 33 nucleotides in length and SEQ ID NO: 20 
is only 36 nucleotides in length. This raises new 112, second paragraph issues. 
Additionally, the addition of the sequence identifiers, which were never before claimed, 
requires a new search.
